Two events this past week in the 
political campaign spelled disaster 
for the partisan Republicans who 
hare been trying to regain control 
of GongreBs and the Seaato for 
political reaaona. The first was the 
man^ and (orstUa appeal of Preai- 
dwit Wllaoa to the American people 
to send none but friemda to Wash- 
ington to aid him in the conduct of 
the war. That this appeal went to 
the mark and will bring results is 
shown by the frenzied actions of the 
Republican press and leaders, they 
resorting to every method to scop 
the tide of public opinion won by 
the President. The second event 
and conaldoMd hy many as the big- 
gest "boner" la years of political 
history was the iasnlting statement 
Issued by the young dfr. Hays, 
Chairman of the National Repu/bli- 
«an Commltt >. The American 
people had watched with amusement 
the attempts at Roosevelt, the near 
hero of the Spanish-American war 
(saved by negro troops), to arouse 
feolinR against President Wilson's 
conduct of the war, all for political 
purposes, but were not prepared to 
expect the uncalled for Insult from 
Hays, the unknown. 

People in this section 4o not 
know Hays and have only hiavd of 
him as Hert's friend, and the Herald 
has continually rufbbed It in that 
Hays secured his po8itlo« as Chair- 
man through the support of Hert. 
the National Republican Committee- 
man from Kontueky. Be that as it 
may.

In plain words Mr. Hays, the un- 
known politician from Indiana, says 
that President Wilson, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of our army and 
na\-y and today the most honored 
and respected citizen in the world, 
is a liar. Calling President Wilson 
a liar will not hnrt the Prseldsnt, 
but this direct iasnlt to the head of 
the Ameriean people ehould end Mr. 
Hays tpronlslaf eareer aad ceaet on 
the party that stands sponsor for 
him. 

From all parts of Kentucky 
comes the glad tidings that all fac- 
tions of the Democratic party are 
united in their support of Gov. 
Stanley, the Democratic nominee for 
United States Senator, and In addi- 
tion he will reoelTO the support of 
many Republicans and Independ- 
ents. The latter two classes are 
supporting the Oovemor because of 
his disdaining to notice the vile and 
tnsutling attacks of the Louisville 
Herald. Disappointed by the 
tributes of many Prohibitionists aad 
Forward Leaguers, the Herald has 
resorted to every device of the mud 
thrower to vent its fury on our 
Buccessful Governor. The local Re-

Many writers and speakers of 
greater or less consequence con- 
sider it a mark of eduo^on and 
an expression of reftaemeot to In- 
tersperse their public utterances with 
Bui)ercillous references to the Middle 
Ages as the "dark ages," the era of 
Ignorance and superstition and the 
period of stagnation in civic and so- 
cial progress. Their statemeato are 
bat the repetition of those made by 
abler men, who spoke thus of the 
Agee of Faith because they were 
what that name signifies, or because 
the soelal or economic iKiIlcles ot 
those ages pleased them as little as 
the religious belief of those days 
pleased others. A Voltaire hated the 
church whose teachings Inspired thn 
thought of the Middle Ages, and 
conseouently spoke disparagingly ( f 
that period. And Adam Smith, the 
apostle of eooaomlc liberaliam. oom- 
bated the aolldarlsm of that era 
and naturally was not overly friend- 
ly to the eharob whleh had .In^lred 
that Bolidarlsm. 

However, a reversion of senti- 
ment is gaining ground, and the 
sober thought of some thinkers of 
our times leads them to give due 
credit to the spirit and the philos- 
ophy of the Middle Ages, while con- 
demning the destructive individual- 
ism and liberalism of the eighteenth 
and nineteenth oeatnrlea as bltteriy 
a» once their pr edecessors did the 
opposite charaoterlstics of the 
twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries. This reversion 
to sanity of Judgment helps to 
taat down the barrier of prejudice 
which blinded men and prevented 
them from seeing the good that was 
wrought in that distant period. The 
Anarchist Kropotkin has endeavored 
to do Jnstloe to the clvlo''and so- 
cial polled of the mediaeval com- 
munities and organisations. Other 
writers are doing lifcewlee, among 
them the authon of a book reeently 
published: "ThB Town Laborer." In 
this excellent book we find a chap- 
ter on "The New Town," which con- 
trasts the new with the old, to the 
credit of the mediaeval community 
and the disparagement ot the town 
and elty dnriag tka oarestrkted re- 
gime. 

"To the people of anelent Ath- 
ens." we read, "or of Floreaoe or 

Siena in the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries, or of Norwich or York In 
the fifteenth century the town was 
not a mere roof from the wind and 
the rain: it was a living personality, 
expressing and cherishing the in- 
stincts, tastes, beliefs and corporate 
pride of the citizens, widely and 
richly pictured. This city life had 
prodneed the art and literature of 
Oreeee and Italy, aad la Bngland 
a spirit of enterprise In representa- 
tive government and pnbHo admin- 
istration that infleuced profoundly 
the form and development of British 
national institutions. The histoiy 
of these tbwns, the brisk and eager 
life, their triumphs and their 
crimes, the active share that the 
citizens had taken In bnildlng, 
adorning, defendlag aad aenrlng 
them, were reflected -la their streets 
and halls and ehareheii. TIm old 
English towns were often over- 
crowded. Insanitary, honeycombed 
with alleys and courts that never 
saw the sun or breathed the air, 
but the fancy, and emotion, and the 
skill and craftsmanship of different 
agee had made them beautiful and 
Interesting. They were the home of 
a raeok with all the tradltloaM aad 



pieties and heirlooms of a home. 
"It was of immense moment to 

the citizens of such towns whether 
the towns were beautiful, w«ll gov- 
erned and administered with Jus- 
lire and magnanimity; this mattered 
much more to them than half the 
wars that have filled so dispropor- 
tionate a page ib the writing of 
History." The laBuenoe of a cen- 
tralised government was practically 
very slight. "Parliament and Gov- 
ernment knew nothing ot this side 
of life (town government). They 
passed no laws Irnd exercised no 
supervision or Initiative." Even the 
coming of Industries remained a 
matter r>f local care and control. 
"The new initistry had produced 
problems that wens general, but ex- 
cept In respect of, criminal law the 
central government still looked upon 
them as local and disclaimed all 
concern The character of Its local 
government and the success of Its 
town life were therefore of even 
more engrossing concern to that pop- 
ulation than tlics- art> to us today 
with our modern ci-ntralization." 

And while "form and appearance" 
of the mediaeval tpwn "were alfto of 
viui importance" in the "new 
town," the factor' city ot the. last 
century, ttie npl tt that should 
come from the t)wn, its buildings 
and its life, were also lacking. Ami 
this Is not all. rThere is a great 
chapter In Victor Hugo's Notre 
hame de Pnri.s describing the rise 
of printing and the overthrow of 
architecture as the principal lan- 
guage of mankind. But we have 
to resAember that the population in 
the new industrial districts was a 
population for fwhlQh literature 
icmrcely exWted, tMt we boundaries 
of their lives wefe the boundaries 
of their imagination, and that the 
only things that spoke to their 
minds were tlir mill In which they 
worked and the town in which they 
lived. In their work they had none 
of the excitement or pleasure of 
the handioraftsmeia; they worked 
among ugly things, in ugly factories 
or ugly mines. Coi^llioagb an englae 
or a wheel may have a BoUe beauty 
and design, Its fefauty Is obscured 
for those who are tending one small 
part of It and nothing else." And 
the uplift that Should come from 
the town, Its buildings and Its life 
were also lacking. 

The deficiencies of the new town 
as compared to the old are thus 
stated by the siuthors: "Perhaps 
the best way toMesoribe the new 
towns and their ■'form of govern- 
ment would be ta eay that so tar 
from breaking or cheeking the 
power of circumstances over men's 
lives, they symboUzed the absolute 
dependence and k dplessness of the 
mass of people Hv ag In them. They 
were not so mu( h towns as bar- 
racks: not the refuge of a civiliza- 
tion but the barradks of an industry. 
Tills charaftpr wni stamped on their 
form and life and government. The 
mediaeval town pad reflected the 
minds of centuries and the subtl'^ 
associations of a living society with 
a history; these tewns reflected the 

on street in a frantic monotony ot 
disorder. Nobody could read In 
these shapeless Improvisations what 
Ruskin called "the manly l.inguage 
of a people Inspired by resolute and 
common purpose." for they repre- 
sented nothing but the avarice of 
the capitalist 

A sorry picture indeed! And yet 
the picture is' not overdrawn — 
neither was the "new town" less 
soulless than the Hammonds paint 
It, nor the mediaeval community 
less soulful. And for all of this 
there must bo a reason: Both the 
mediaeval town and that of the 
nineteenth century were. In a meas- 
ure, the expression of current ideas, 
the endwdiment of the social phil- 
osophy of their Inhabitants. The 
social phlloaophy ot the ages of 
talth was thorongUr healthy, virile, 
Bltrulstlc in the beet sense, and rec- 
ognized man at his full value as an 
Individual and as a member of so- 
ciety. But the utilitarian thought 
of the period of the unrestricted 
regime was neither social nor 
healthy. Hence Its expression could 
not show characteristics which were 
wanting at the source.

Military funeral services were 
conducted at 9 o'clock Wednesday 
morning at the Knights of Colum- 
bus auditorium for Sister Mary 
Jean, who died Monday night at 
St. Joseph's loflrmary of influenza 
she contracted while nursing sick 
soldiers at Camp Zachary Taylor. 
She was among the .first to volun- 
teer her services to the Government 
when the epidemic developed. The 
casket bearing her body was draped 
in the American flag. Majors Phil- 
lips and Lltlg and Red Cross 
nurses from the base hospital rep- 
resented the military at the services. 
Chaplain Barret was celebrant of 
the mass. Chaplain Dean was 
deacon; Father Murray, of the 
Knights of Columbus, subdeacon; 
Chaplain Donahue, master of cere- 
monies, and Chaplain MeDennott 
and Father Vlaeem. «t the Kalghts 
of Oolwnbos, served aa metW- 
One hundred and tweatNlw a«as 
who nursed soldiers at ue lioepitai 
during the epidemic were present. 
The singing was by the choir of St. 
Mary Magdalene church. Among the 
priests who attended were Fathers 
Uriacoll, Therfeur, Daniels, Al- 
phonse and Mulally and Chaplains 
Walsh and Blendl. The body was 
tskea to Loretto for hnrlal.

fined Morgan Garry, Clarence Nich- 
ols and I'aul Redwitz, three little 
boys, $10 each for daring to call 
Patrolman Bill Blunk a Keystone 
policeman, the latter arresting all 
three ot the boys single-handed. 
Right here it might be said that if 
Judge Burgevin can eoUeet flO 
from every person that refers to 
the local collection of sleuths as 
"Keystoners" he will pile up a fund 
In the Police Court that will wipe 
out the Liberty Loan, a.s every man, 
woman and child not on the city or 
county pay roll refers to the 
comedy police as such. Some of the 
latter do so in private and it is said 
that Judge Burgevin can collect 
several |10 tines from Chief Petty, 
who in his disgust from time to 
time refers to his ex-^notormen and 
conductors as "Keystoners." 

Patrolman BHl Blank, the police- 
man who so Inspired Judge Bur- 
gevin's sympathy. Is none other 
than the copper who livened up 
things at Twenty-fourth and Rowan 
streets three or four Sundays ago 
by taking in all sides of the street 
on an old-fashioned "hooray." and 
his funny antics drew such a crowd 
that a riot call was sent in for the 
Fourth district police sUtioa. Now 
get what happened. Capt. lAifcUt, 
of that district, arrived with the 
patrol, sees Bluuk hanging on to a 
kid tor a prisoner. Capt. Larkin 
releases the boy, strips Blunk of 
his dub and badge, piles him In the 
patrol wagon and leaves a substi- 
tute on the beat. As will be seen, 
Blunk evidently suffered no punish- 
ment from the Board of Safety or 
the reform administration, as he Is 
out again to make warfare on the 
kids. Capt. Larkin Quit this week, 
and his friends ssy-fae antt in dis- 
gust. He probsUy reallaed that 
you can't make policemen out of 
motormen or conductors and, Ju^' 
like Col. Petty has found out, you 
can take the boy out ot the coun- 
try but you can't take the country 
out of the boy. 

Now the same day In the Police 
Court James Howard, a negro 
chafteur. was on trial, having been 
arrested by Patrolmen Maroell and 
Williams Tuesday night for going 
by «he Confederate monument at 
the rate of forty miles an hour. 
Howard was fined $5 and THE 
PINK SUSPENDED. This brings up 
the question: Is a Keystoner's life 
m Jeopardy when three playful kids 
call him a Keystoner, especially 
when they hear the Joke police 
dubbed as Keystoners by young 
and old? But them were many 
lives In danger when this negro 
chaffenr wss golag s* the rate ot 
forty mOee aa hoar, his flne of 1 6 
being suspended while the little 
white boys had to PAY THEIR |10 
PINE. The negro chaffeur will no 
doubt be grateful enough to line up 
with the Republican party next 
Tuesday after his considerate treat- 
ment In the Police Court, and pos-

In a letter from Rome somewhat 
late in arriving the writer sends 
some rather interesting news. He 
says: 

One welcomes here any sign of 
what can at least be caUed good 
sense on the part ot the Roman 
press. That rspldly incresaing 
body, for in spite of the dearth ot 
paper more than one Journal has 
made its appearance lately — may be 
divided into three categories, the 
Catholic press, which consists ot the 
Corriere d'lUlIa (for the Osserva- 
tore Romano, though It contains 
some news, can not be classed with 
other Roman papers) ; the great 
bulk of the morning and evening 
papers, which omt be called "Lib- 
eral" or "ordinary," or by any 
other comprehensive neoie, wd ma ' 
or two which are so netOriflttsly 
hostile to Catholics that they have 
to be placed, by Oetholice, in a 
class by themselves. One welcomes 
then any sign of what may be 
called good sense In the ordinary 
paper.'?, and an observant reader will 
have noticed more than one lately. 

One Instance occurred a week or 
two ago, so striking that I regret 
I can not mention names or snb- 
Jeet, but I can vouch for the fact 
of Its occurrence. A Roman paper 
against whtoh Catholics are on their 
guard, though it is not one of those 
which come In the regular "anti- 
clerical" category, had printed an 
article on tlie .suljject of Catholic 
interest and had criticized freely a 
liigh Catholic personage. A day gr 
two afterward It sent of its own ac- 
cord a representative to that dig- 
nitary to apologize, saying that it had. 
discovered that the information on 
which it had founded its statement 
was unreliable, asking to hear Ika 
rights of the case and promising tO 
print the.'ii as given. 

This it di'i. And this evening in 
the Trlbuna one welcomes an , ar- 
ticle entitled "A Pope and a Car- 
dinal." The Pope — needless to say 
when one remembers the occasion 
oif which today Is the fourth an- 
niversary — ^is Plus X., aad the CftN 
dlnal Is Cardinal Meroter. Tthe 
article Is a quotation ot what fha 
latter once said about the former, 
and the Trlbuna saye a word on Its 
own account: 

"At the masses celebrated in his 
ineriiory this morning by Cardinal 
Merry del Val, Msgr. Percini and 
other prelates in the crypt of the 
Vatican a huge crowd of the faith- 
ful were present in addition to the 
Bisters ot the dead Pope. His 
tomb was oovered with (lowers, 
whleh were carried away as niUm 
almost as soon as IsM there. Al- 
ready the ptcture of the Sutlnt' is 
in many a poor person's house, 
prayers are said before It ss in the 
souls of all Catholics, and even 
many non-Catholics, the light of 
faith and veneration burns before 
It." 

It Is a fact that thousands here 
go beyond the strict letter of canon 
Wtw in anticipating in their hearts 
and in ordinarr eonversatkm a ver- 
dict whieh all hope, one day the 
competent authorities will give— 
and in lullan the "eanto" has not 
quite the close application that 
"saint" has with us. The Trlbuna, 
after quoting what Cardinal Mercier 
said one day, concludes: 

"These are the words with which 
the Primate of Belgium sums up 
the supernatural figure of a Pope 
who lived at the closing stage ot a 
world and died at the beginning of 
another aad will reoala immortal 
in the vsawation aad affection of 
all dvU tavmanity." 

Almost dally the departure ot 
some Cardinal or highly placed pre- 
late in the Roman Ciuia is an- 
nounced, the vacations of the oon- 
Rrepatlons having begun. Cardinal 
Merry del Val went away for hla 
summer rest as is his custom. Im- 
mediately after the anniversary of 
the death of Pins X., stsjrlag to 
say the flrst mass at the tomb. 
(Cardinal Scaplnelli has goae aad 
(Cardinal Oaeparri has taken the op> 
portunity while things are compara- 
tively quiet and both Msgr. Cerrettl 
and Msgr. Tedeschlnl are at tiieir 
posts to go away for a short rest, 
Msgr. TaccI, the Magglo'-domo, is 
also away; when he comes back the 
opportunity occurs for the maestro 
d( camera, Msgr. Sans de Samper, 
to take a vacation, the function* 
of these two betaig soltlclently elm- 
liar for one to take over the duties 
of the other without any trouble. 
.\n<l last but flrst. His Holiness has 
a little relaxation In that there Is 
a slackenln« off of affairs during 
(he vacations and the summer heat 
which allows him to let a day pass 
now and then without public and 
private audiences. What that means 
can be easily imagined. It is a 
private moniing for htm In whleh 
though he may work — for there Is 
never a moment, except those passsd 
In chapel, when the bnrdea of work 
and anxious thought ceases for a 
Pope — he can work in private, even 
In the quiet retreat in the Vatican 
Gardens, where Pope Benedict XV. 
loves to find such fresh air and 
recreation as can be gained by the 
holder of the grandest crown ot 
tha iriiolt wviW.

davs when the people, aUrtled by 
the havoc of an unknown diaoase, 

neglected the rud-lmenUry demands 
of hygiene and (locked to the 
churches pr paraded thft streets, 
flogging th«*mselve8, burning can- 
dles and crying; From the pesti- 
lence, deliver us. O Lord!'" 

We are not (|\iotinp from tlie 
document of any health official, but 
similar statements have been made 
in writing and on the platform, and 
the Catholic people and Catholic 
cities and countries of former times 
are the target of the inalnnation of 
ignorajice and alleged improper be- 
havior during the frightful visita- 
tion of an epidemic. And yet these 
allegations are far from teeing cor- 
rect. A noted Austrian diplomat, 
who traveled from Italy to Spain 
In 1519, relates that on this journey 
some of the travelers detdred to 
land at the Island of Majorca. 
Having come from Naples, which 
was suspected of being Infected 
with ehol««ra, they were- estopped 
from entering the harbor town. 
They were, however, permitted to 
land at the end of the quay, and 
there to move about up to a line 
marked off by a stout rope. Here 
they could point from afar with 
sticks to the goods of the mer- 
chants and peddlars located there, 
and thus designate the objects they 
desired to purchase. Under the 
rope barrier stood a vessel contain- 
ing vinegar. Into which the coins 
spent in paymrat were to be 
placed. Thereupon the goods pur- 
ehaaed were pushed across the bar- 
rier by the merchanta. who took the 
disinfected coins from the aterillsing 
pot. 

Isolation of cases, disinfection of 
persons, articles of clothing and 
prohibitions of Inipotf were always 
employed in former times to pre- 
vent or minimize contagion. When 
the plague Invaded Mllnn In 1576 
serious efforts were made to isolate 
those affeeted wtth Idie disease. Be- 
fore each ot the six gates a sep- 
arate village was butU, consisting 
of hundreds of smaH wooden 
houses, and here the sick, the sus- 
pects and the convalescents were 
cared for. Moreover these three 
groups were carefully Bep.arated, 
and strict separation of the sexes 
was observed also. In the midst <if 
each village stood a crucifix and 
an altar at -which mass was cele- 
brated dally. Each of these towns 
had Its own administration, which 
executed the regulations with Just 
rigor. It seems also that as earlv 
as the thirteenth century efforts 
were made in Italian cities to com- 
bat contagious diseases by isolation. 
Inasmuch as we read that the 
stricken were cared for in the mar- 
ket places, where thev were nursed 
especially by the Franeiaeaas. The 
assomption of -obligatorv notifica- 
tion of cases of contagion and 
coercion in laeUtlM all etpes la 



the market place seems not alto- 
gether unwarranted. 

Disinfection end similar meas- 
ures eeem also to have been rigMly 

enforced In such critical times. We 
know that in i!i(> Duchy of Franco- 
nia, in the iKlteenth century, 
when n*'ws had come of the prev- 
alence of the plague at Marseilles, 
strict precautions were ordered 
taken. A rigorous embargo was 
placed on the shipment into the 
country of worn clothing, rags and 
hair as possible carriers of the 
contagion. When the pestilence ap- 
proached closer to tiie ' twrdera, 
more rigorous measures were em- 
ployed. Only such travelers and 
goods were admitted as came from 
sections known to be free from the 
disease. Guards were placed on all 
the roads leading to the borders, 
and entrance through other than 
the regular avenues was penalized. 
1 ravelers were obliged under oati 
to state whether or not they had 
passed through Infected districts. It 
was furthermore provided that any 
village or hamlet stricken by the 
scourge was to be Isolated, after a 
physician and a priest had been as- 
signed to duty within Its walls. 

Fires built in public places were 
used In some countries at an early 
date to com bate opldemlcs. Aromatic 
herbs were burned in small fires In 
the house.-^. deodorants, including 
specially prepared fumigating can 
dies or pastills, were used, and 
vinegar was utilized as a sterilizer. 
Its value is still appreciated, though 
it can not compare with our mod- 
ern dIslnTectants. In the episcopal 
city of Mayence. during the epi- 
demic of 16»i7-1Rt;s the bed-straw 
used in houses \isited by the 
plague wa.-; orderid burned. .\ 
quarantine of six woeks was pre- 
scribed and enforc'd on all Inmates 
of dwellings thus ntnicted and the 
quarantine was not lifted for six 
weeks and not before the honse had 
been fnmlgated. The preparation to 
be need for thla purpose had to be 
parohaaed from the pubMc apothe- 
carlea.' til the latter city public 
bu rials and marriages were for- 
bidden during the epidemic, and 
even religious processions were 
placed under the ban. Thus a 
procession planned by the pastor of 
the Cathedral of the city and the 
usual Pentecostal procession were 
prohibited. An exoepUon seems to 
have been made In regard to two 
meetings only, one being Hie occa- 
sion of a solemn vow ot the citizens 
and ttie other the laying of the 
corneratone of the chapel of St. 
Sebastian. 

From all of this it may readily be 
.seen that certain effective lucasiireg 
of precaution and cure during epi- 
demics were well known and prac- 
ticed by people In Catholic cities 
and countries at an early age. To 
pretend that the knowledge of 
these means is altogether modem, 
or that formerly veol>le aotailtted 
passively with • aort of reUgtona 
fatalism to such visitations, is un- 
just and anaclentifle.

The cliuich teaches that tlie souls 
of the just who have k-ft thi.s world 
soiled with the stain of venial sin 
remain for a time In a place of ex- 
piation, where they suffer such 
punishment as may be due to their 
offenses.

Let us ever bear in mind the 
dead and offer up our prayers for 
them. Hy showing this mercy to 
the suffering sonls in purgatory we 
shall be partienlncljr entitled to be 
treated with nftrajr at oar de- 
parture front this world, and to 
share more abundantly in the gen- 
eral suffrageB of the church, con- 
tinually offered for all who have 
slept in Christ. 

Let \18 be especially mindful dur- 
ing this November of 191 S of the 
souls <'f the many wlio have fallen 
in battle, and perhaps have none to 
pray for them. Let US be mindful 
of the many who have been called 
to the eternal seat of Jndgment 
during this epidemic, which has left 
unscathed no aeotion ot the United 
States, and whoae hand haa fallen 
so heavily upon our own city and 
State, and upon our boys In our 
military service. Over 16,500 of 
our brave boys have died during the 
past few weeks. The toll. Gen. 
March tells uh. has been /rreater 
than that of the entire period .tince 
we entered this worfd war. Let us 
remember their souls and the aonla 
of all who have fallen in battle 
ainee.

Their bodies rest In 
the tender embrace of French soil, 
but could their souls speak to us 
they would appeal for the brother 
that they have left behind. Bach 
drop of blood, each wound that they 
have borne is a «all to us. "Greater 
love hath no mkn than this that he 
lay down his Hfe for his friend." 
They liaTO laid down their lives for 
humanity, for us. 

We are saying these things to 
every American, but a? n. ratholir 
paper we say them in particular to 
Catholic Americans.

The presence of so many Caiiiolic 
soldiers from the United Statea 
frankly professing and practicing 
their religion has not been withoat 
effect both on the authorities and 
ilvilians of France. The French 
were not aware, they are often 
heard to say, that there were "so 
many of the good Catholics in 
.•\merica." And iliey have Mil 
their little laugii over "the aflaii 
of that Irish Colonel" who had rnaKs 
offered for his regiment In a public 
square in defiance of governmental 
proscriptions. When he announced 
tiie mass, as the story goes, he was 
politely Informed that it could not 
possibly be cele>brated so publlciy; 
whereupon he ordered the regi- 
mental flag to be unfurled, remark- 
ing that wherevi'i the Stars and 
Stripes floated there was freedom of 
worship. 



Gen. Frederick T. Austin, In 
change of Camp Taylor, is high in 
his praise of the Sisters who nursed 
the men stricken with the in- 
fluensa during the past mosth. The 
General said in part: "We can 
hardly estimate the greet service 
rendered by those 
during the terrible wBKBkk siege 
at our camp. They came at our 
bidding and worked day and night 
in the two emergency hospitals tak- 
ing care of thousands of men, giv- 
ing them the benefit of their years 
of training in this work and nursing 
ihem back to health." 

The experienuf ol IIih cliaphiins 
and secretaries at the base hospital 
during the past three weeks has 
been that the Knights of Columbus 
should have a building at the base 
hospital. The Red Cross very gen- 
erously donated the use of their 
building until ilie situation grew so 
bad that it was then necessary to 
erect a tent to carry on the work 
of the organization. In order to be 
on the grounds during the winter 
tnonths a small building will be 
• Mt'cted where the sei rctaries anil 
cliaplains ran live and lio this most 
important work. 

Duo to the great number of uien 
who have recovered from Influenza 
one of the emergency hospitals 
have been closed in the "C" area. 
I'his leaves about thirty barracks 
still occupied by convalescing sol- 
diers in charge of the Sisters. They 
will probably be emptied during the 
week ami t)ii> l>Miible scourge will 
be over at Cauip Taylor. 

Chaplain Father R<>;i.^ H,,Mct', 
left Camp Taylor on Satui<iay cm ii- 
Ing on II tour of the Stiile to enlist 
the assistance of Sister nurses <n 
combating the epidemic of influenza 
now raging. Father Barrett's mis- 
sion has the indorsement of the 
Commanding Oeneral at Camp Tay- 
lor as well as the lied Cross, and 
is the outcome of his indefatigable 
efforts during trouble here. The 
Knights of Columbus are still on 
duty at the base hospital day and 
night with the chaplains who are 
attending the soldiers still sick. 

An elaborate war map of Euroi»e 
has been installed in each of the 
recreation halls at Camp Taylor, 
and the soldiers spend a great part 
of their time evenings watching the 
progress of the allied armies. This 
is a most interesting pastime, espe- 
cially as the entertainment feature.-^ 
are still \inder the ban. Every day 
the secretaries in each building ad- 
vance ihe line as the news is re- 
ceived from the newspaper bead- 
quarters. 

The Knights of Columbus have 
closed a deal with Rev. Father 
Reuff at etithton for tbe church 
property at that place. The church 
will be turned into a recreation 
ball and the school buildings and 
parsonage will be used as writing 
rooms and chaplains' headquarters. 
This will give the Knights a chance 
to start war work at Camp Knox 
as soon as the soldiers arrive, which 
is figured about November 15. This 
camp will be the largest of its kind 
In the entire country, as barracks 
are being built for 60,000 men and 
officers. Secretary Frank McDon- 
nell, of Philadelphia, who has been 
in charge of the auditorium at 
Camp Taylor, will direct the work 
at the new camp aud is well quali- 
fied -for the big Job.

On the other band the eentiment In 
allied countries is beoomlng more 
proBoaaoed agalost say bargalalag 
with Oorawar at this time, it la 
felt that the peace approaches are 
Insincere and only a screen for ul- 
terior purposes of war. 

frankly we do not see that anv 
good oan come from exchanges of 
views at this stage ot the war. The 
allies are convinced that Oermany la 
defeated and their terma will neces- 
sarily be those imposed by a vic- 
torious power. Oermany, however, 
seeniB to want to be treated on 
terma of equality — not aa a con- 
quered power. Wlhlle theee views 
prevail there can be no hope of 
peace. The views are irreconcilable 
RIH.1 no amount of discussion will 
be likely to change them. It will re- 
quire more than the defeats which 
German arms have suffered in the 
past tew months to <brlng home to 
German statesmen that uncondition- 
al surrender is the only alternatlvo 
to complete destruction for them. 
They know full well that they have 
lost the war; but tbey know also 
that they can still fight a bitter war 
of defease. We expect them to 
choose a war of defense rather than 
submit to the only terms the allies 
can grant at this time. 

No doubt President Wilson will 
confer fully and freely with the 
BUtesmMi of the allied nations be- 
fore sending any reply to the latest 
note of Oermaay. We must stand 
with these nations in any peaoe that 
we make. We are not alone to be 
considered in making terms. France 
and Great Britain and Italy, which 
have made such heavy saorlflces in 
thcwar, must have a large share in 
Oxlac peace terma. Were we to 
attempt to continue the present di»- 
cusslon without their full sanction, 
Germany would have achieved more 
than a victory in the field by sep- 
arating tbe powers ranged against 
her. No mattar what tho Presldsnt 
has said about geaeral peace priU' 
clples nine months ago, these must 
be accommodated to conditions 
which have arisen nlnce that time, 
The four great powers now united 
against Germany must make peace 
together on terms that are satisfac- 
tory to all when the time for peitee 
comes. Meanwliile we must not 
presume to formulate peace terms 
for ourselves. If America attempted 
to make a separate peace, we would 
deserve the acorn of the whole 
world. We must now stand by the 
nations that made victory possible 
for us. UnKed we atand: divided 
we fall, in peace dlacusslons and In 
the field.

The Right Rev. Monsignor Eugene 
Loula JuUen, Bishop of Arras, liali 
rose in hla chair as he spoke auU 
his soft gray eyss Hinted with de- 
termination. Around him. in the 
Vanderbilt Hotel, New Yortc. other 
priests of France — the Right Rev. 
Monsignor Baudrillart, rector of the 
Catholic University at Paris; the 
Very Rev. Vicar General GuIUe- 
moat, of Arras; the Rev. Abbe Felix 
Klein, chaplain of the American 
Amdaulance at Neullly, and the 
Abbe Patrice Flynn — nodded ap- 
proval. It was suggested to Bishop 
Julien that iMsaibly the French 
Government would consent to a 
peace on less drastie terms, but he 
answered : 

"No, It is not possible. Even if 
the political leaders would aRrce to 
it, the soidiera would keep on fight- 
ing. Once and for all this must 
end! Our children must be f|ee." 

Ho spoke with smiles then of the 
gaiety of tbe American soldiers wh 
had helped reclaim for France h 
diocese. Bat be did aot call thi 
"the" Amerloan soldiers; It 
"our" American soldiers, sad he 
added : 

They are one with ua. We 
know not merely the bravery of 

American troovs: we know 
sympathy, their appreciation 
what was before they came to 
And the children love them 
Frenchmen are proud to fight be 
side American.^, and Americans, we 
think, feel something of the same 
spirit toward us. I recall when 
making a tour to admlatstor the 
sacrament of confirmation in our 
diocese that an American Colonel 
heard of it. He was not a OathoUc, 
but he asked would I not like the 
regimental band to accomi>any me. 
It touched me greatly. As with the 
soldiers, so with the civilians that 
met. I know what the Knights 
of Columbus are doing for our 
troops — bow they care for the 
wounded, write letters home and 
administer a thousand comforte. I 
have seen, too, the high religious 
spirit of American soldiers. They 
have told me that tbey feel at home 
in Franco and assuredly we want 
FVance to feel like home to them. 
Our Amrrlcjin troops are exemplars 
for us all." 

When asked about Alsace-Lor- 
ilne. Bishop Julien said: "Of 
nurse those provinces must come 
back to France. Why question it? 
They must be redeemed, and Ger- 
maiiy must pay for the devastation 
she has wrought in France."

BANDITS ROB OATHCMJOB. 



Revolutionists In Western Mexico 
have been profiting oonstderalbly by 
promoting rellgloua eelaibratlons 
among the people and appropriating 
the money offerings, according to 
the Rev. Eugene Sngranes, of San 
Antonio. It has long been the 
practice for the peophi of the States 
of Sonora, Sinaloa and other States 
of Mexico to go to Magdalena, 
Sonora. by the thousands in October 
of each year to participate in the 
great feaat in honor of the cher- 
ished St. Francis Xavler in the par- 
iah church. The Oathollea present 
their offerings of money at the 
shrine of the church, and this 
usually amounts to a considerable 
sum in the aggregate. All Catholic 
priosts were exiled from that part 
of Mexico In 1914 and 1915, and 
tlie annual religious featival at 
Magdalena was dlseontlnaed. It 



ended. There Is little more the 
Germans could have done, for 
RlKMins today is in utter ruin. The 
towers of the Cathedral ai)pear from 
a diKtauce to be intact, but a closer 
inspection reveals gaping shell 
holes, broken columns, and large 
detaohed pieoes of stone that hang 
In midair as K held in suspense 
by some Invisible foroe. Here and 
there a fragment of a detail of the 
e.xferlor ornamentation remains to 
enable future visitors to perceive 
what a glory tlie building must 
once have been. In the opinion of 
some architects the walls will 
Stand. The "carcase" of the Cathe 
dral Is practically Intact, but of 
course it is a carcass. Still it Is 
held that the great pile oould be 
aufllciently restored to maintain ita 
rank among the world's art treas- 
ures. 

St. Remi, the oldest church In 
Rheims, begun In the sixth century 
and restored In the early days of 
the eleventh, has suffered compara- 
tively little from the high explosive 
projectiles. In this case the Qer 
mans rssorted to a shorter method 
of fire. After the defeat they suf- 
fered In the Chateau Thierry salient 
In July tbe Oermans sent a few in- 
cendiary shells Into the church and 
there remains nothing but the 
blackened walla and the tombs of 
St. Remi, Kings Carloman, IhjuIs IV. 
and Lothaire and Queens Federonne 
and Cobeige. Tlie reliquary of St 
Remi was saved while the church 
was 'burning. The city of Rheims, 
which had a population of about 
190,000 before the war. is the Urg 
sat Freneh town destsoyed by the 
Oermans. The count of the num- 
ber of shells required to reduce It 
has not been finally made, but built 
as it wa.s with the robustness of the 
stout French character, as well as 
With delicacy, the cost of its ruin 
to the Germans most have been im- 
mense. During the four years of 
effort the batteries had repeatedly 
to be changed, while eaormoos 
quantities of ammvnition were 
burned.

Refusal of the more populous 
cities and town to allow their 
nurses to go outside their own 
rommunities to nurse influenza 
cases ha.9 created a serious problem 
for the Red Cross Department of 
Nursing. Chairman .tames L. 
Felser, of the Lake Division, 
"tateji Saturday that "the need for- 
niivses In smaller cornnrunities, par- 
ticularly in the mining regions of 
Kentucky and Obio,<la nothing short 
of desperate." Tne Chairman also 
pointed out that a deplorable lack 
of nurses in Mie coal mining regions 
is eaustag the Fuel Administration 
a great deal of alarm, as a number 
orf mlaes are seriously crippled due 
to the large nuui4>er of influenza 
cases and subsequent pn<^urrronin 
deaths. 

"The iirore populous coninrunities 
which depend on the mining popula- 
tion for their coal should see the 
1 in mediate necessity of giving up a 
few nurses to help the miners," he 
says. "We should help the aarsss 
ajkd their employers to realise that 
influensa work is a real war serv- 
ice." Nurses as well as graduates 
shoirld i-eport at once to their local 
Red Cross Chapter an<l should not 
leave their respective communities 
unless authorized to do so.

Simon Kelleher, of the 
Ninth, tells the story of his boys. 
He siroweil liow th»' Irish hoys of 
his regiment, the bo.vs of Boston, 
South Bos.ton. Roxbirry, Carrroridge 
and Charlestown, fought with that 
coaraga that held the flre of 
Bunker Htn until those Americans 
of an earlier day "saw tbe whites 
of their eyes." No man of the 
Ninth died, says Lieut. Kelleher, 
without taking toll and more of 
enemy lives with him. The officer 
wa«i not called upon for the 
Buprerrre sacrilfce, but he offered hl.^ 
life a thousand tiirres orr first aid 
dressing expeditions to the farllrest 
outposts. 

"There was a wounded aiian In 
an advanced traverse," he says. "I 
crawled slowly up to get him. I 
heard his labored breathing In the 
lulls of the gunfire. And then I 
rounded the corner of the trench. 
There he sat, propped against the 
wall. His breath came in tearing 
gasps and with each one the blood 
gushed from his chest, for he had 
been shot through the lungs. He 
wa« a boy I had known all rrrv 
life. 

" 'They got you, Pack.' 1 said, as 
I tried to help hhn. 

" 'They sure did, Sime,' he re- 
plied, 'But kmka there.' 

"I followed the wave of the 
empty pistol he stlH held In his 
hand, and there etratdied across the 
opposite parapet were six dead 
CerriranR, one for every shot irr hin 
gun. They had got hiirr only when 
the gun had emptic<l. I stopped 
the bleeding as best I could and 
we got him bark to an anrbulance. 
(tut he died four hours later. I 
guess his Ufe was well psM for. 

"It was this same sharp raid of 
the Germans that produced one of 
the coolest bits of deaperate courage 
I ever saw. One of our boys had 
been captured by three Germans 
and he was being led off as t hey 
retreated, one on either side of liim 
and one behind. The three (Jer- 
mans duckisi. i thought at first 
our- hoy had. Bui. no; he had 
reacherl into his hip pocket. H»- 
dropped a hand grenade directly at 
his own feet and tbotie of his cap- 
tors- and the "three Gennans were 
killed. 

"I got thm-e quickly that after- 
noon to where he lay. He smiled 
up at me. Yes, he smiled, though 
his arm and half hie side had been 
blown off. 

"'God! boy,' I said hor'riHed. 
Srhy di<l you do that?" 

" 'Saw rin- get 'errr, did you. Doc"' 
he answered. 

"'Yes, but'— I didn't kuow whal 
to say afi I tried to dress that 
frightful wound. 

" 'Well, doctor,' he said, gravely.

They 'iearclred me foi 
grenades wh< n tlH \ tot nre, tin 
three of thenr, and lliey took those 
nut of irry bag and out of my side 
pocket. But I always carry on.'

out there. Just in case of — well, 
iwything like this. And when those 
three Germans ducked It came 
through my mind a lot quicker than 
r can tell It that three dead Ger- 
mans and one dead American was 
a lot more on our side of the score 
than three live Germans and au 
American as good as dead In Ber- 
lin. So. 1 let her go.' 

"He tried tO raise bis head and 
look around.
